Elementary Education — Its Problems and Processes. By John Alexander 
Hull Keith, Supervisor of the Training Department and Instructor of 
General Method in the Illinois State Normal University. Chicago : 
Scott, Foresman & Co. Pp. 316. 

In this book the concrete, everyday problems that present themselves to the 
teacher are considered, and, working from this material by analysis, description, 
and argument to educational principles, a logical basis for good teaching is formu- 
lated. Emphasis is laid upon the successive stages of the child's mental develop- 
ment and the relation of this to his growth as a social being in process of adjust- 
ment to his surroundings. The various forms of motor expression are considered, 
and the self-activity of the child as a means for securing experience is intelligently 
presented. The art of questioning is also treated in its various fundamental 
aspects in a way that will appeal to the student of scientific teaching. Altogether, 
the book is expressive of educational ideals that are sensible and progressive.
